1 . Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) teaches a stacl<ed layer body in which an n-type 
electrode layer, an avalanche multiplication layer, an electric field control layer, a 
graded bandgap layer, a light absorbing layer with a layer thickness of WA, and a p-type 
electrode layer are stacked sequentially, the light absorbing layer has a junction of a p- 
type layer with a layer thickness of WAN located on the side of the p-type electrode 
layer and a low concentration layer with a layer thickness of WAD located on the side of 
the graded bandgap inclined layer but does not disclose or suggest the avalanche 
photodiode of claim 1 wherein to > ttotai = (Wad x toi + Wan + tN2) / Wa .
